Subject:— Import of “Fruits” all sorts, excluding coconuts and cashewnuts, fresh, 
dried, salted or preserved, n.o.s. and excluding Dates [S. No. 21 (a) /IV]. 

No. 104-ITC(PN)/60. —As the fresh and dried fruits season in Afghanistan 
has started, it has been decided to permit import of fruits (dried and fresh) 
falling under S. No. 21 (a) /IV from Afghanistan on the basis of advance licensing 
subject to subsequent adjustment as per entitlement of the approved importers 
'concerned in accordance with the policy for the 1960-61 period. The import 
permits which may be issued, will be on an ad-hoc basis within a limited ceiling 
and on the condition that the importer undertakes to effect exports to counter¬ 
balance the import. 

2. Only such approved importers of fruits as have been registered with Deputy 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports (Central Licensing Area), New Delhi, 
and Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay, during the last 
Agreement period (1959-60) may apply for permits, Applications for value not 
exceeding Rs. 15,000 bv approved importers should be made to the Licensing 
Authority with whom they are registered, on or before 20th of September, 1960. 

3. It should be noted that permits for imports from Afghanistan should be 

secured in advance before any orders for supply of goods are placed with the 
suppliers in Afghanistan and before any movement of goods takes place from that 
country. Permits granted in terms of this Public Notice will authorise import of 
goods to the extent mentioned therein and the value of the goods assessed by the 
•Customs Authorities will be debited to the permits. Permits for Import of fresh 
fruits will have the validity period of one month while permits for dry fruits 
will have the validity period of two months from the date of issue of such 
permits, 1
